Applicants state that the 
sequence of "engrailed" is well known and point to three submitted sequences. The three sequence havethe last 1 3 residues of P3 in 
Figure 2 except for having "H" instead of "W". The other residues of P3 in Figure 2 are not found. They then state that the R is at 
position 43 in the Antennapedia homeodomain and submit another sequence. This sequence is entitied "Homeotic antennapedia protein" 
and not engrailed protein and residue 43 is "h". There is no explanation as to why the recitatiion previously referred to on page 50, line 
27 is 34 residues and P3 (SEQ ID NO:2) is 33 residues. The consideration of the three references listed on page 10 in the paragraph 
referring to objection "7)" would require more than nominal further consideration and thus will not be considered at this time.
